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TEMPLE  IN  ENGLAND 


The  proposed  erection  of  a  temple  in 
England  is  of  marked  importance  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  in  South  Africa. 

It  has  been  President  McKay's  announced 
desire  to  bring  temples  within  the  reach  of 
all  Latter-day  Saints,  and  the  erection  of 
this  temple  will  be  a  partial  fulfillment  of 
his  dreams.  Admittedly,  the  temple  is  not 
on  our  back  door-step,  but  its  location  will 
cut  in  half  the  distance  and  cost  of  pre- 
vious temple  excursions. 

It  is  our  duty  as  Latter-day  Saints  to  go 
to  the  Temples  of  God,  not  only  to  do  our 
own  work,  but  also  to  do  the  work  for  the 
dead.  The  completion  of  this  temple  is  en- 
visioned in  1955,  so  that  gives  the  members 
in  this  land  two  years  to  start  their  saving 
and  preparation  for  a  visit  to  the  temple. 

Negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  a  temple 
site  in  England  have  been  underway  for 
nearly  a  year.  Th  deal  was  consummated 
earlier  this  year,  but  at  the  request  of  the 
owners  of  the  property  announcement  of 
the  purchase  was  withheld. 

First  public  announcement  of  the  loca- 
tion of  the  site  purchased  for  the  temple 
in  England  was  made  by  the  First  Presi- 
dency in  connection  with  its  dedication. 

Previous  announcement  had  been  made 
that  a  site  was  under  consideration  and 
that  a  temple  would  be  erected  in  the 
British  Isles. 

The  site  purchased  in  England  is  a  beau- 
tiful 32-acre  baronial  estate  known  as 
"New  Chapel  Hall."  It  is  a  most  desirable 
property  in  the  lovely  country-side  of 
County  Surrey,  26  miles  south  of  the  centre 
of  London.  It  is  located  about  half  way 
between  London  and  Brighton.  It  is  in  the 
parish  of  God-stone,  near  the  south-eastern 
boundary  of  County  Surrey. 

Nearby  the  property  is  the  little  hamlet 
of  New  Chapel  which  is  named  for  the 
barional  hall. 

The  estate  purchased  by  the  Church  in- 
cludes several  buildings,  the  most  impor- 
tant being  the  big  mansion,  referred  to  as 
"The  Hall."  The  property  is  bisected  by  the 
road  from  London  to  Felbridge  and  East 


Grinstead.  On  the  west  of  the  road  is  the 
bulk  of  the  estate  including  the  "Hall," 
other  buildings  and  the  extensive  and 
beautiful  formal  gardens.  The  "East  Pad- 
dock," consisting  of  10  acres,  is  on  the  east 
of  the  roadway  across  from  the  entrance  to 
the  estate. 

The  formal  gardens  are  the  most  exten- 
sive part  of  the  property  and  is  where  the 
temple  building  is  to  be  located.  Dr. 
Llewelyn  R  .McKay,  head  of  the  language 
department  of  the  University  of  Utah,  who 
accompanied  his  father  and  mother  on  the 
trip,  had  this  to  say  concerning  the  temple 
location. 

"Into  the  beautiful  garden  we  went.  The 
President's  and  the  architect's  eyes  were 
alert  for  'the'  site.  It  was  interesting  to 
see  how  strongly  the  garden  had  already 
captured  their  hearts,  how  it  had  wooed 
and  won  them  with  its  majestic  serenity 
and  beauty  and  how  it  wanted  to  dominate. 
And  to  a  large  degree  it  has  succeeded. 

"The  garden  is  to  be  saved  in  all  her 
virgin  loveliness,  to  be  a  worthy  hand- 
maiden tc  the  temple  of  the  Lord,  which  in 
its  own  supreme  glory  is  to  dominate  the 
grounds. 

"Though  the  charming  garden  kept  her 
attractions  and  her  serenity  calling  atten- 
tion, and  the  fair,  tree-enclosured  farm 
fields  beckoned  for  consideration,  the 
President  ana  his  aide  finally  decided  upon 
an  ample  area  near  the  small  woods  where, 
in  spring  time,  an  army  of  many  thousand 
daffodils  bivouac  in  golden  splendour.  Over 
the  approach  to  the  new  entrance  to  this 
area  the  great,  giant  oak  will  be  the 
sentinel.  The  lovely  garden  in  all  her 
majestic  beauty  will  continue  to  spread  her 
charms  for  everyone's  delight  and  inspira- 
tion. 

"A  new  dominant  axis  is  established 
which  will  preserve  all  these  values  in  their 
full  beauty." 

Beholding  the  beauty  and  splendour  of 
the  Temple  and  surrounding  grounds, 
would  be  ample  reward  for  efforts  to  visit 
the  temple,  but  our  purpose  goes  deeper 
than  that.  Let's  prepare  ourselves,  and 
make  it  our  goal,  to  visit  the  House  of  God.

"Never,"  the  guides  who  con- 
ducted the  special  Temple  tours 
for  the  boys  will  tell  you,  "have 
we  seen  more  polite  or  better  dis- 
ciplined boys." 

PRINCE  BERN HARD 
THANKS  UTAHS  FOR  ASSIS- 
TANCE. —  Many  Latter-day 
Saints,  formerly  residents  of 
Holland  or  missionaries  to  that 
land,  were  among  the  Utah 
citizenry  who  received  a  letter  of 
thanks  from  Prince  Bernhard  of 
the  Netherlands  this  week. 

The  letter  came  from  the 
Prince  to  the  Dutch  Vice  Consul 
for  the  State  of  Utah.  B.  Van 
Dongen.

PAGEANTRY  AT  CUMORAH. 

—Pageantry  at  the  Hill  Cumorah 
was  once  again  a  highlight  of 
late  summer  Church  activity. 

As  the  final  performance  was 
concluded  last  Saturday  night, 
Ontario,  N.Y.  authorities  esti- 
mated that  once  again  nearly 
100,000  persons  had.  witnessed  the 
pageant.  The  final  night's 
crowd  was  estimated  at  50,000. 
More  than  20.000  saw  the  per- 
formance on  each  of  the  pre- 
ceding nights. 

"America's  Witness  for  Christ," 
a  colourful  presentation  based 
on  the  coming  forth  of  the  Book 
of  Mormon,  has  thrilled  thous- 
ands each  year  for  more  than  a 
decade.  Participants  again  this 
year  were  missionaries  of  the 
Eastern  States  Mission.  They 
were  supplemented  by  students 
and  a  special  chorus  from  the 
Brigham  Young  University  of 
Provo.  Utah. 

Missionaries  held  special  meet- 
ings in  the  nearby  Sacred  Grove, 
scene  of  the  First  Vision  in 
which  God,  the  Fatner,  and  His 
Son.  Jesus  Christ,  appeared  to 
the  boy  Joseph  Smith.  At  the 
concluding  sessions  Sunday  the 
missionaries,  their  friends,  and 
other  visitors  were  addressed  by 
Elders  Ezra  Taft  Benson  and 
Henry  D.  Moyle  of  the  Council 
of  Twelve. 
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ELDER  ALBERT  E.  BOWEN 


FUNERAL  SERVICES 

With  thousands  of  persons  in  attendance, 
funeral  services  for  Elder  Albert  E.  Bowen 
of  the  Council  were  held  in  the  Tabernacle 
on  July  18,  1953. 

High  tributes  were  paid  to  the  life  and 
achievement  of  Elder  Bowen  by  four  of  his 
close  associates:  President  David  O. 
McKay,  President  J.  Reuben  Clark  Jr., 
Elder  Mark  E.  Petersen  and  Elder  Richard 
L.  Evans. 

Excerpts  from  their  addresses  are  as 
follows: 

ELDER  RICHARD  L.  EVANS— "His  life 
in  some  ways  would  seem  to  be  a  sermon  to 
a  generation  of  young  people  who  face 
serious  uncertainties,  and  who  are  some- 
times impatient  with  the  delays  of  life.  His 
was  a  late  start.  He  began  life  in  a  log 
cabin,  one  of  ten  children.  He  was  reared 
with  frugality  and  hard  work  on  the  family 
farm,  where  life  was  sustained  by  what 
could  be  taken  from  the  earth  with  long 
labour. 

He  was  twenty  years  of  age  before  he  be- 
gan his  high  school  work;  twenty-seven 
before  he  received  his  first  college  degree; 
married  before  he  went  on  his  mission; 
twenty-nine  when  he  returned;  a  widower 
at  thirty,  with  two  infant  sons.  He  was 
thirty-three  before  he  started  the  study  of 
law;  thirty-six  before  he  received  his  de- 
gree in  jurisprudence,  with  highest  hon- 
ours, at  the  University  of  Chicago. 

He  was  a  princely,  an  uncommon  man, 
whose  success  was  made  of  sheer  merit, 
hard  work  and  devotion  to  the  lasting 
values  of  life.  He  seldom  did  anything  the 
easy  way.  He  never  did  anything  the 
shoddy  way.  So  far  as  he  was  able  and 
understood  it,  he  did  everything  the  right, 
the  honourable,  the  just,  and  true  way. 

I  do  not  know  what  he  might  have  done 
differently  if  he  had  had  life  to  live  over, 
but  I  think  he  could  not  have  lived  it  more 
faithfully  or  purposefully.  He  loved  the 
Lord  God  and  his  fellow  men,  and  hon- 
oured his  noble  father  and  mother,  and 
ierved  in  truth  the  best  of  his  ability,  and 
brought  high  honour  to  himself,  his  family, 
his  Church  and  people." 

ELDER  MARK  E.  PETERSEN:  "There 
were  many  lessons  I  learned  from  Brother 


Bowen.  I  would  like  to  tell  you  just  one 
of  them.  I  was  in  trouble  one  time  with  a 
great  problem  that  I  was  trying  to  solve, 
and  as  always,  I  went  to  him  to  seek  help 
in  its  solution.  He  said,  "What  are  the 
facts?  Get  me  all  the  facts,"  and  then  he 
said  the  thing  that  still  rings  in  my  ears, 
"There  is  no  substitute  for  facts." 

Brother  Bowen  was  so  fair.  He  looked  at 
both  sides.  He  would  never  make  up  his 
mind  by  hearing  only  one  side,  and  always 
he  looked  at  a  problem  through  the  eyes 
of  the  other  person.  He  was  eminently  fair. 
He  had  deep  understanding.  He  desired  so 
much  to  right  the  things  that  were  wrong. 

One  thing  that  has  been  mentioned  so 
often  about  Brother  Bowen  is  the  tremen- 
dous intellect  he  had,  I  had  great  re- 
spect for  that  intellect,  but  I  found  out  that 
his  heart  was  greater  than  his  intellect. 

How  he  liked  the  simple  things!  There 
was  no  pride,  no  ostentation,  no  show, 
about  Brother  Bowen,  but  he  rose  to  great 
heights.  He  was  awarded  a  doctor's  de- 
gree in  jurisprudence.  Nobody  ever 
thought  of  calling  him  Dr.  Bowen.  He  would 
not  even  allow  it.  The  one  thing  that  he 
loved  to  be  called  was  Brother  Bowen.  That 
has  been  mentioned  by  him  several 
times." 

President  J.  REUBEN  CLARK,  JR.:  "I 
want  to  catalogue  a  few  of  the  things  about 
him  that  I  loved  and  admired.  He  was  a 
man  who  sought  the  finer  things  of  life,  the 
cultural  things.  He  loved  music,  he  loved 
art,  he  loved  literature.  He  was  a  master 
of  English,  and  had  a  chaste  eloquence  that 
is  rarely  equalled.  He  moved  and  won  his 
hearers. 

He  loved  learning.  He  constantly  sought 
for  further  knowledge.  He  was  not  con- 
tent with  the  ordinary,  as  Brother  Petersen 
has  pointed  out.  Loving  knowledge,  he 
loved  truth,  he  sought  it  wherever  it  might 
be  found. 

He  was  a  great  patriot.  He  was  misled 
by  none  for  the  modern  nostrums.  He 
thought  straight  there  as  he  did  every- 
where else. 

He  loved  the  Gospel.  It  was  life.  He 
lived  it  as  the  Lord  gave  him  the  power  to 
live.

Address  given  at  the  October,  1952 

Conference. 

My  brethren  and  sisters:  I  trust  and  I 
pray  that  the  good  spirit  which  has  been 
present  throughout  these  conference  ses- 
sions may  continue  with  us  during  the  few 
moments  I  stand  here.  I  am  convinced  that 
there  is  something  greater  than  man's 
wisdom  back  of  the  great  conference  sys- 
tem, which  was  inaugurated  by  Joseph 
Smith,  the  Prophet  in  the  early  days  of  the 
Church.  We  have  come  here,  you  and  I,  to 
be  refreshed  and  to  be  strengthened;  to  be 
edified  and  reassured  in  our  faith.  We 
have  never  gone  away  disappointed.  The 
Lord  has  blessed  his  people  abundantly, 
and  will  continue  to  bless  them  in  the 
future.  Who  can  estimate  the  influence 
and  the  spiritual  power  which  emanate 
from   these  inspiring   conference   sessions? 


We  come  here  full  of  eagerness  and  antici- 
pation; we  listen  to  the  sermons,  to  the  fer- 
vent prayers,  to  the  music  and  the  songs 
of  Zion,  to  the  stirring  hymns  sung  by  the 
congregation  and  last  but  not  least  to  the 
anthems  and  the  renditions  by  our  great 
choir.  We  are  deeply  touched  and  uplifted. 
Surely,  it  is  good  to  belong  to  a  Church 
that  is  progressive,  farseeing,  and  in- 
spirational in  its  programme — a  pro- 
gramme that  is  calculated  to  prepare  us  as 
members  for  the  eventualities  which  are 
sure  to  come. 

We  recognize  and  are  aware  of  a  similar 
power  and  influence  emanating  from  the 
missionary  system  of  the  Church.  Who 
can  measure  the  influence  of  just  one  mis- 
sionary who  goes  into  the  world  to  pro- 
claim the  gospel  message?  The  missionary 
spirit  which  rests  upon  him,  somehow  or 
other,  reaches  out  to  the  home  from  which 
he  comes,  to  his  relatives  and  friends  and 
to  all  with  whom  he  comes  in  contact.     His 
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life  becomes  a  great  missionary  force  in  the 
world. 

The  Latter-Day  Saints  believe  in  a  God 
who  is  not  only  the  Creator,  but  who  is  also 
the  Ruler  of  the  Universe.  He  intervenes 
in  great  crises  when  God's  plan  is  in 
jeopardy  and  his  divine  purposes  are 
threatened.  I  recall,  as  an  example,  an  in- 
cident in  the  Civil  War.  It  occurred  when 
the  Confederates  brought  out  the  strange 
battleship  known  as  the  "Merrimas."  The 
people  of  the  North  were  alarmed.  The 
advisers  of  Lincoln  became  hysterical. 
Fear  and  apprehension  took  hold  of  the 
people.  Many  complaints  came  to  Presi- 
dent Lincoln.  "They  will  shoot  down  the 
Capitol,"  they  said.  He  replied,  "God  will 
not  permit  it.  This  is  his  fight  "  I  am  sure 
Lincoln  prayed..  I  feel  certain  he  trusted 
in  God,  for  on  one  occasion  he  is  reported 
to  have  said,  "I  have  been  driven  to  my 
knees  with  the  overwhelming  conviction 
that  I  had  nowhere  else  to  go."  Lincoln's 
prayer  was  answered,  because  on  a  beauti- 
ful morning,  there  appeared  in  the  same 
waters  opposite  the  nation's  Capitol, 
another  stranger  battleship.  It  was  John 
Ericson's  "Monitor."  The  battle  that  en- 
sued between  these  two  ships  was  not  un- 
like the  battle  between  David  and  Goliath. 
The.  "Merrimas"  was  defeated  as  was  the 
great  giant,  Goliath. 

I  recall,  four  years  ago,  driving  through 
the  ruined  city  of  Dunkirk,  the  city  which 
has  become  famous  in  world  history,  be- 
cause it  has  suffered  ruin  and  devastation 
so  many  time.  As  we  drove  through  the 
city,  I  remember  the  road  led  us  along  a 
narrow  canal.  On  the  right  of  us  lay  the 
ruined  city,  almost  entirely  destroyed,  on 
the  left  was  the  open  country  over  which 
the  German  army  approached.  Three 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  British  soldiers 
lay  with  their  back  to  the  ocean  behind 
improvised  fortifications.  It  looked  like 
annihilation,  capture,  or  defeat  for  the 
British  army;  but  at  the  crucial  moment 
when  Britain's  soldiers  needed  help,  the 
God  of  heaven  intervened.  What  hap- 
pened? At  that  moment,  a  dark,  black  mist 
settled  down  directly  over  the  narrow 
canal.  All  visibility  disappeared  and  mili- 
tary operations  ceased-  How  long?  Just 
long  enough  for  Britain's  soldiers  to  escape 
and  make  their  way  across  the  channel  to 
English  shores.  I  firmly  believe  that  the 
Almighty  can  and  does  intervene  in  great 
crises    for    the    benefit    of    his    children, 


especially  when  freedom  and  liberty  are  at 
stake. 

Another  incident  is  recorded  in  world 
history.  It  happened  in  the  year  1588  when 
King  Philip  of  Spain  sent  his  "invincible 
armada"  out  to  destroy  the  inferior  British 
navy.  The  British  navy  was  no  match  for 
the  powerful  Spanish  fleet  of  one  hundred 
and  twenty  ships,  armed  and  equipped  for 
battle.  Once  again  the  Almighty  came  to 
the  rescue  of  the  British.  At  the  right  mo- 
ment a  storm  arose  on  the  high  seas,  and 
the  Spanish  fleet  was  scattered.  A  few  of 
them  made  their  way  into  the  French  har- 
bour of  Calais,  but  were  forced  to  leave. 
They  were  eventully  overtaken  and  de- 
stroyed by  the  British.  Thus  the  tyranny 
of  Spain  came  to  an  end,  and  a  new  era  in 
human  history  was  begun.  Do  you  ques- 
tion this  intervention  of  God  who  presides 
over  the  destiny  of  nations? 

When  President  Levi  Edgar  Young  and 
Bishop  Joseph  L.  Wirthlin  referred  to 
Christopher  Columbus  as  the  discoverer  of 
the  New  World,  I  thought  of  him  standing 
high  on  his  little  craft  fighting  and  defying, 
not  only  the  elements  and  the  turbulent 
waves,  but  also  the  superstition  and  ignor- 
ance of  his  crew  to  discharge  his  God- 
appointed  mission.  It  was  no  accident  that 
he  was  permitted  to  reach  the  shores  of 
San  Salvador  in  the  flimsy  vessels  he  had 
at  his  disposal.  He  was  right  when  he 
said  he  was  "moved  by  the  Holy  Ghost"  to 
achieve  his  ambition.  And  thus  a  new 
world,  new  opportunities,  and  new  ideas 
were  given  to  men  to  be  developed  and  to 
be  used  for  God's  purposes.  Neither  can 
we  doubt  that  Brigham  Young,  prophet, 
statesman,  and  colonizer,  was  similarly 
called  and  inspired  in  his  great  pioneer 
achievement.  He  and  his  people  were  pro- 
tected in  their  migration.  By  every  law  of 
probability  they  should  have  perished  in 
the  desert.  But  they  did  not  perish,  for 
God's  protection  was  upon  them. 

I  pray  that  we  may  appreciate  our  mem- 
bership in  the  Church  and  that  we  may  be 
true  and  faithful  to  the  standards  by  which 
we  are  guided.  An  investigator  once  said 
to  me,  "Your  Church  is  the  only  Church  on 
the  face  of  the  earth  that  advocates  high 
standards  and  noble  ideals."  His  conclu- 
sion, I  hope,  was  not  correct,  but  we  must 
preserve  the  standards,  the  ideals,  and  the 
faith  committed  to  us  through  Jesus  Christ. 
May  we  do  so  I  pray  in  His  name.    Amen. 
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THE    GARDENER

What  is  a  garden?  When  considering  the 
word  garden,  immediately  there  flashes 
before  our  minds  a  mental  picture  of 
beauty.  Each  of  us  has  in  mind  the  "ideal" 
garden  and  always  it's  a  thing  of  great 
beauty,  pleasing  to  behold-  I  am  sure  that 
each  one  of  us  desires  beauty  above  all 
else. 

We  are  all  gardeners,  each  has  a  garden 
to  tend,  to  prepare  and  to  cultivate,  to  plan, 
to  design,  to  lay  out.  Each  of  us  has  a  dis- 
tinctive, separate  and  individual  plan  in 
mind,  regarding  our  own  garden,  and  the 
plants  and  flowers  we  would  like  to  have 
growing  in  it. 

This  garden  under  consideration  is  that 
of  our  spirit,  our  soul,  our  character,  a 
garden  to  be  tended,  cultivated  and  beau- 
tified. Its  beauty  depends  on  the  amount 
of  time,  labour,  and  care  put  into  it.  There 
are  two  important  factors  to  be  taken  into 
account  in  the  making  of  a  garden.  The 
first  of  these  is  the  soil — soil  is  not  just 
soil,  but  is  millions  of  living  organisms  com- 
posed of  organic,  and  inorganic  matter. 
There  are  numerous  different  types  of  soil. 
Some  soils  are  of  an  acid  nature,  others  of 
an  alkali.  Also  they  vary  in  texture,  from 
hard  shale,  to  soft  pliable  loam  full  of  vital 
elements  and  minerals  necessary  for 
healthy  plant  culture. 

Secondly,  there  is  the  plant  life-  In  the 
same  way  as  we  have  different  types  of  soil 
varying  in  nature,  we  have  the  same  factors 
in  plants.  Certain  plants  thrive  and  grow 
better  in  soils  they  have  natural  affinities 
to.  So  in  the  preparation  of  our  garden  we 
need  certain  plots  and  seed  beds,  with  dif- 
ferent types  of  soils.  All  this  needs  study 
and  wisdom  and  requires  much  time  and 
thought,  hard  work  and  patience. 

PREPARATION:  While  this  preparation 
is  going  on  over  a  period  of  time,  as  it  will 
undoubtedly  do  during  these  days  and 
months  and  years;  we  find  that  weeds 
spring  up.  Some  are  more  noticible  than 
others  and  we  pull  them  out  promptly 
before  they  become  established.  Others 
less  significant  escape  notice,  and  we  might 
be  a  little  indifferent  about  their  presence, 
saying:  "Oh  I  will   remove   them   another 


day  when  I  am  ready  to  plant  that  patch," 
and  so  they  become  firmly  established  and 
go  to  seed. 

Let  us  consider  some  of  the  different 
characteristics  of  the  different  plant  life, 
in  particular  the  two  forming  our  subject 
of  discussion:  The  Weed  and  the  Flower. 

THE  NATURE  OF  WEEDS:  a.  Strong, 
deep  rooted,  b-  Quick  growing,  c.  Hardy 
by  nature,  d.  Persistent,  e.  ugly  in  appear- 
ance, f.  Thorns,  tendrils  and  suckers,  g. 
Evil  smelling  parasites. 

THE  NATURE  OF  FLOWERS:  a.  Roots 
usually  shallow  set,  spreading  out  into  the 
rich  nourishing  top  soil.  b.  Not  so  quick  to 
grow  as  weeds,  c.  All  are  beautiful  almost 
without  exception,  d.  They  are  more  deli- 
cate and  die  easily  if  neglected  or  dis- 
turbed. 

Now  having  established  in  our  minds  the 
nature  and  characterists  of  the  weed  and 
flower  we  are  able  to  distinguish  between 
them.  One  of  the  first  weeds  we  find  spring- 
ing up  in  our  garden  is  the  little  weed  of 
DOUBT.  It  sneaks  up  almost  unnoticed 
next  to  the  lovely  flower  of  FAITH,  sending 
down  its  deep  roots,  undermining  the  flower 
of  faith  by  taking  nourishment  from  it  be- 
fore it  becomes  firmly  established.  The 
weed  of  doubt  grows  quickly,  weakening 
this  lovely  flower,  overshadowing  it  with 
its  leaves  of  FEAR  and  SUSPICION  and  its 
branches  of  CRITICISM.  So  faith  grows 
weak  and  dies. 

The  next  weed  is  the  weed  of  GRIEV- 
ANCE. This  weed  though  feeble  in  appear- 
ance grows  rapidly,  also  thrusting  its  roots 
deep  down  right  next  to  the  beautiful 
flower  of  APPRECIATION.  This  weed  of 
generous  foliage  and  growth  entwines  its 
strong  tendrils  of  DISAPPOINTMENT  and 
SELF-PITY  round  the  fair  flower  APPRE- 
CIATION, strangling  its  very  life  sap  and 
veiling  its  evil  effects  with  its  leaves  of 
SELF-JUSTIFICATION  and  RESENT- 
MENT, destroying  our  sense  of  JUSTICE 
and  appreciation.  Let's  not  allow  this 
grievance  weed  to  establish  itself  in  our 
garden. 

Next  the  weed  of  SELFSEEKING.  Like 
most  other  weeds  this  deadly  weed  has  its 
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long,  strong  roots  established  in  childhood, 
wrong  training  and  lack  of  discipline,  caus- 
ing a  sense  of  frustration  strengthened  by  a 
desire  to  compensate  for  misdirected 
parental  affection.  This  weed  of  self-seek- 
ing is  the  arch  enemy  of  the  very  beauti- 
ful flower  of  TRUTH  with  its  constant,  bril- 
liant and  unchanging  colour.  The  roots  of 
FALSEHOOD  and  EXAGGERATION  en- 
twine and  intermingle  with  the  firm  roots 
of  TRUTH  and  do  their  deadly  work,  gain- 
ing strength  by  a  little  trumpet-blowing 
and  a  feeling  of  self-importance.  The  weed 
flourishes  in  the  limelight  of  activity  and 
acquires  an  appetite  for  more  as  time  goes 
by.  Its  ample  leaves  of  SELF-SATISFAC- 
TION fold  close  about  this  flower  of  truth, 
destroying  it.  Truth  then  looks  like  a  lie 
and  a  lie  looks  like  the  truth.  But  strange 
as  it  may  seem,  though  it  seeks  to  smother 
and  hide  with  its  leaves,  people  can  see 
right  through,  because  the  leaves  of  this 
weed  are  transparent. 

The  weed  of  PROCRASTINATION  is  a 
fickle  weed,  as  deadly  as  all  its  associates 
and  has  no  good  qualities.  It  is  the  deadly 
enemy  of  the  flower  of  DUTY  and,  with 
shimmering  leaves  glistening  and  flutter- 
ing in  the  breezes  of  INDIFFERENCE  and 
INDEPENDABILITY.  It  distracts  atten- 
tion from  the  superb  beauty  and  stately 
character  of  this  flower  of  duty,  which 
standing  unheeded  and  unattended  ceases 
to  grow,  fades  and  withers,  and  eventually 
dies  under  the  harsher  and  more  severe 
blast  winds  of  COMPROMISE. 

Now  the  weed  of  HATE.  This  dangerous 
and  destructive  weed  derives  its  strength 
from  the  presence  of  other  weeds  and 
flourishes  in  their  company,  without  which 
it  cannot  grow.  Its  broad,  thick,  dark 
leaves  of  JEALOUSY  AND  MISTRUST 
blot  out  completely  all  the  fine,  strong 
qualities  of  the  flower  of  LOVE,  and  with 
its  deadly  thorns  of  SPITE  and  SCANDAL 
poisons  the  once  beautiful  flower  and 
slowly  but  surely  changes  LOVE  to  HATE. 
Thus  we  have  the  complete  destruction  of 
the  whole  garden  over  which  this  glorious 
and  loveliest  of  all  flowers  holds  sway  like 
the  strong,  stately  but,  humble  sunflower. 
It  is  always  bright  and  assuring  with  face 
turned  towards  the  sun,  the  giver  of  all  life, 
filling  the  whole  garden  with  serenity  and 
contributing  the  finer  hues  and  tints  so 
necessary  to  the  exquisite  beauty  of  all  the 
flowers.

He  had  his  testimony.  He  knew  where 
he  was  going.  He  knew  there  were  await- 
ing him  on  the  other  side  loved  ones  who 
had  gone  before.  He  knew  the  mission  of 
Jesus  Christ,  what  that  meant.  He  knew 
he  was  to  be  a  participator  in  the  blessings 
and  the  destiny  which  God  had  planned  for 
us  and  which  we  have  to  work  out  through 
the  Saviour  and  his  Gospel. 

We  are  blessed  with  his  life.  We  still 
have  the  lessons  which  he  taught  us.  He 
will  still  live  with  us  in  those  teachings 
and  in  the  example  which  he  set." 

PRESIDENT  DAVID  O.  MCKAY:  "It  is 
said  that  a  truly  educated  man  is  one  who 
sees  clearly,  imagines  vividly,  thinks 
independently,  and  wills  nobly.  Such 
an  educated  man  was  Elder  Albert 
E.  Bowen  —  a  man  of  high  principles, 
clean  in  thought  and  in  act,  up- 
right, straightforward,  always  ready 
to  defend  the  right  and  equally  prompt  to 
denounce  the  wrong,  honest  in  his  deal- 
ings with  his  fellowmen,  a  loyal  friend,  a 
progressive  citizen  of  whom  it  can  be  truly 
said,  "never  once  did  the  breath  of  scandal 
touch  him."  He  is  numbered  among  those 
who  are  a  true  asset  to  society  and  a  pro- 
tector of  the  liberties  of  our  nation. 

He  was  careful  not  only  in  building  his 
own  character,  but  in  defending  the  repu- 
tation of  others.  There  are  men  who  arro- 
gate to  themselves  a  superior  sense  of 
justice,  who  are  scrupulously  honest  in 
handling  other  men's  money,  but  who  are 
unscrupulous  in  handling  other  men's  repu- 
tations. To  gain  personal  preferment, 
they  will  not  hesitate  to  cast  reflection 
upon  another's  good  name.  To  stain  thus 
the  reputation  of  an  upright  man  is  in  some 
cases  a  crime,  second  only  to  the  taking  of 
life.  Elder  Bowen  kept  himself  above 
scandal  and  in  that  virtue  followed  the 
idea: 

"Nay  speak  no  ill 

A  kindly  word  can  never  leave  a  sting 

behind 
And,    Oh,    to    breathe    each    tale    we've 

heard, 
Is  far  beneath  a  noble  mind." 

Elder  Bowen  was  a  gentleman,  "open, 
loyal,  of  humane  and  affable  demeanour, 
generous  himself,  and  in  his  judgment  of 
others;  faithful  to  his  word  as  to  law,  and 
faithful  alike  to  God  and  to  man." 
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SOME  PRINCIPLES  OF 
SUCCESS

"Success  comes  only  in  straight  lines.  Set 
your  goal.  Proceed  toward  it.  Your  path 
will  require  study  and  an  understanding 
and  application  of  correct  principles." 

Such  was  the  advice  given  154  summer 
graduates  at  Brigham  Young  University, 
at  commencement  exercises  by  Elder  Mark 
E.  Petersen,  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve. 

The  correct  principles  to  which  he  re- 
ferred included  the  Ten  Commandments 
and  the  Golden  Rule  which  he  listed  and 
analyzed  with  the  promise  that  strength 
would  come  to  all  who  adhered  to  those 
high  principles. 

"Success  will  permit  no  tangents,  no  run- 
ning off  to  one  side  or  the  other,"  Elder 
Petersen  declared.  "You  cannot  divert  a 
stream  into  many- other  channels  and  bring 
water  to  your  crops. 

"You  must  avoid  carrying  with  you  on 
that  straight  journey  irrelevant  things 
which  will  weigh  you  down  and  keep  you 
from  properly  carrying  the  required  load. 
You  cannot  get  so  broad-minded  that  you 
destroy  your  standards.  If  you  get  too 
broad,  you  will  not  get  through  the  'narrow 
gate.' 

"You  must  discard  the  things  which  will 
trip  you  up.  The  path  is  so  narrow  that  if 
you  fall,  you  might  fall  off  it  altogether, 
and  may  never  reach  your  goal. 

"Hold  to  your  purpose,"  he  admonished. 
"The  shortest  distance  between  two  given 
points  is  still  a  straight  line.  Be  among  the 
few  who  know  enough  and  are  wise  enough 
to  follow  the  course. 

"Avoid  the  pitfalls  and  tangents  and 
pass  through  the  narrow  gates,"  he  urged 
his  listeners. 

Elder  Petersen  decried  the  attitude  of 
the  many  who  "almost"  succeed:  those  who 
"set  out  in  life  with  a  high  heart  but  drift 
along  with  the  current."  He  described  them 
as  the  ones  who  become  interested  only  in 
the  "side  shows"  of  life  but  fail  to  get  into 
the  "big  tent." 

"You  can  count  them  among  your  own 
walks  of  life.  They  are  the  people  who 
think  that  'almost  good  enough'  will  get 


them  by.  They  never  pay  the  full  price  of 
friends,"  he  said-  "You  meet  them  in  all 
success.  They  go  only  part  way.  They  say 
that  they  will  take  a  chance,  hoping  to  get 
a  lucky  break." 

Graduates  were  told  that  they  must 
make  up  their  minds  whether  they  would 
elect  to  reach  the  success  they  deserved  by 
paying  the  price  it  exacts. 

"We  are  living  in  a  peculiar  time-  Many 
circumstances  affect  our  lives,  circum- 
stances over  which  we  have  no  control." 
Elder  Petersen  pointed  out.  "World  condi- 
tions— national  events  have  reached  a 
point  where  they  affect  your  intimate  lives. 
They  may  determine  the  kind  of  employ- 
ment you  enter.  They  may  help  to  deter- 
mine where  you  will  live  and  how  much 
money  you  will  make- 

"What  will  you  do  under  all  these  con- 
ditions," he  queried.  "Will  you  just  drift 
along  with  the  crowd  and  let  circumstances 
push  you  around  .  .  or  will  you  still  control 
the  rudder  of  your  own  ship  and  steer  your 
own  course,  turning  circumstances  into 
stepping  stones  for  the  attainment  of  your 
planned  objectives? 

'You  have  a  choice  to  make,"  the  speaker 
emphasized,  "Your  choice  can  make  you 
weak  or  it  can  make  you  strong.  If  you 
choose  that  which  makes  you  strong,  you 
also  will  strengthen  those  about  you  and 
you  will  contribute  to  the  vitality  of  the 
nation.  But  if  you  choose  weakening 
things,  you  will  reap  the  harvest  of  a  weak- 
ling. You  will  contribute  to  the  weakness 
of  others  as  well  as  yourself,  and  you  will 
add  to  the  weakness  of  the  nation."
